Infantrymen 
Up Mortar Barrage 
Poured Withering Fire 
Into Jap Strong Point 


The following delayed dispatch 
gives the first details of the cap- 
ture of Buna village in New 
Guinea by United States infantry- 
men. 


By MURLIN SPENCER 

WITH AMERICAN TROOPS IN 
NEW GUINEA, Dec, 14 (Delayed) 
(AP).—American doughboys, ad- 
vancing cautiously and pouring a 
withering fire from rifles, tom- 
my guns and machine guns, cap- 
tured the little native village of 
Buna from the Japanese today. 

Buna village, a shambles from 


weeks of heavy bombings and re- 
cent mortar barrages, was occupied 
leas than two hours after the at- 
tack started. 


I walked into the village after 
the assault as the Americans were 
consolidating their positions, I saw 
a few Japanese dead, and no pris- 
oners. American casualties were 
negligible. 

» Bor weeks Buna was the center 
of the invaders’ hoid on the north- 
ern Papuan Coast of New Guinea. 


While there are other Japanese 
strongholds in the immediate vi- 
cinity which probably are better 
defended at present, and must be 
taken, the occupation of the village 
relieved a sore spot on the Amer- 
ican left flank, 


Heavy Mortar Barrage. 


The attack started at 7 a. m. 
with one of the heaviest mortar 
barrages ever laid down in this 
section. Four hundred rounds of 
shells were poured into enemy po- 
sitions in a short time. 

Then the Americans hit the vil- 
lage from two sides, and _ they 
showered the Japanese with every- 
thing they haf. They fired both 
falong the groung and into trees to 
clear out snipers. 

While one unit which held a 
beachhead to the east moved into 
the village clearing, another unit 
inland started a swinging door at- 
tack, sweeping’ in along a river to 
the west. 

These forces met,in the clearing, 
and the village was taken. 


Small Defending Force. 

The commanding officer told me 
he believed that at the time of the 
final att@ck not more than 20 to 50 
Japanese were there. A few were 
killed. Some were believed to 
have infiltrated through the Amer- 
ican lines-in an effort to reach 
their comrades at Buna Mission, 
300 yards away. Others, it was be- 
lieved, swam to the mission: 

A major step in the taking of 
Buna dates back nine days. It was 
then that Sergt. Herman Bottcher, 
San Francisco; led a force through 
enemy lines, established a beach- 
head alongside the village, and 
fought off two counterattacks. 

After that, the Americans closed 
in steadily, making the village un- 
tenable for the enemy. 

Capt. Alfred E. Meyer, Sheboy- 
gan, Wis., commanded one attack- 
ing force, and Capt. Michael Us- 
truck, Ripon, Wis., the other. 

Soldiers’ Reports. 

I arrived in time to duck two 
snipers’ bullets and talk to some 
of the soldiers who participated in 
the attack. 

Pvt. Robert J. Packard, Milwau- 
kee, in the attacking force from 
the beachhead, told this story: 

“After our barrage, we really 
poured loose with our machine- 
guns, We shot into the ground 
where the Jap machineguns might 
be and into the trees where we 
knew there were Japs. I saw one 
Jap fall from a tree.

The union 
was ordered to report to the board 
whatever disciplinary action it

It has been the board’s policy in 
strike cases to deny any form of 
union security. 

A majority of the board, with the 
industry members dissenting, noted 
in this case that a three-man panel 
was unanimous in recommending 
maintenance of membership with 
the added proposal that the inter- 
national union assign a representa- 
tive to work with officers of the 
local union and “investigate

Milo Perkins, executive director of 
the Board of Economic Warfare, 
told the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee in testimony made public to- 
day, that, although Jesse Jones, 
head of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance “Corporation and Secretary 
of Commerce, had been urged in 
September, 1941, to purchase war 
supplies in European countries to 
keep the Axis from getting the 
materials, on last April 13 “not 
one dollar’s worth of goods had 
been secured by RFC on preclu- 
sive purchases of materials in 
Spain, Portugal or other Eurépean 
neutrals.” 

He testified Vice-President Wal- 
lace had made the first proposal 
to the RFC and that State Depart- 
ment and WPB officials also had 
urged this course, 

President Roosevelt. gave the 
Board of Economic Warfare broad 
authority over strategic war mate- 
rials last April 14, taking away 
some of Jones’s powers. 

Chairman Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
of a Senate agriculture subcom- 
mittee, declared today that some- 
body was to blame for the halting 
progress of the nation’s rubber

He continued with increasing 
vehemence that he had also seen 
the: statement that the raising, 
training and equipping of a 7,500,- 
000-man Army would “discom- 
bobulate” our domestic economy. 
Such a statement, he asserted, 
would not be popular in this coun- 
try right in the middle of a very 
serious war. : 

The President had been asked 
whether “strategical developments” 
had made the raising of a 7,500,- 
000-man Army unnecessary. This 
figure was recently disclosed as 
the goal for the end of 1943. 


Personal Letter to Chiang. 


The brief conference was de- 
voted almost .entirely to interna- 
tional affairs. he ‘Président 
opened it by saying that he had 
broken a rule of many years’ 
standing against the writing of 
longhand letters. Holding up 4 
sheet of paper, he said’ that he 
had written a personal letter to 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek

For some time the earth has been 
the domain of the handful of great 
industrial nations able to wage 
machine warfare. Only such great 
nations are able to stand against 
each other’s assault. The present 
war is a conflict of Titans to dis- 
cover the champion of champions, 
or at least the champion coalition 
of two great rival coalitions. 
If lesser nations find themselves 
in the pathway of one of the pow- 
ers, they are completely defense- 
less, their resistance can last only 
a matter of days.or weeks, as has 
been demonstratéd time and again, 
during the last decade. 


Of all the sudden and concen- 
trated blows which it is now with- 
in the capacity of a machine war- 
fare power to deliver, the long- 
range aerial blow is far the heavi- 
est and most-devastating. If this 
blow can be delivered against an 
undefended: or an inadequately de- 
fended spot, it can do terrific dam- 
4ge. The first German “air-blitz” 
blows at London, the Japanese as- 
sault of Pearl Harbor, are typical 
“one-shot” blows—not war-winning 
in scope, but certainty destructive 
and hampering to the war power 
of the attacked nation.

When I asked Dr. Soong about 
the tendencies toward regimenta- 
tion and channelization of thought 
and opinion in China, he declared 
emphatically that this is not to be 
confused with Fascism.

Now what the Mayor must decide is whether he is 
content to compound the failure. The Albanese bill 
is a bad measure. The best thing about it is that it 
reduces the existing ward registration disparities 
from a spread of about 31,000 voters to a spread 
of about 4000. In fairness, it must be said that this 
is an achievement not to be lightly regarded. — 

As against this, the Albanese bill is a wholesale 
job of gerrymandering. Nothing else could account 
for its goosenecks, the panhandles, the twists and 
turns and offsets. The City Charter directs the 
Aldermen to establish ward boundaries so that these 
units shall be compact and contiguous. The Alba- 
nese bill blithely ignores this requirement as if it 
did not exist. 

The bill before the Mayor not only continues the 
old practice of a large number of river wards, begin- 
ning in midtown and running to the waterfront. It 
makes the obvious mistake of failing to take into 
"account the drift of population from this area. For 
the proposed new riverfront wards would have, with 
but one exception, registrations under the average. 
Future population changes would increase the new 
disparities, not correct them. 

An aspect of the bill into which the Mayor needs 
particularly to inquire is whether the Albanese 
plan is fair to the Negro voters. Negroes comprise 
about 100,000 of St. Louis’ population. They are 
entitled to just treatment in the Board of Aldermen. 
From the protests which their representatives regis- 
tered at the Mayor’s public heering yesterday, it 
seems evident that they would not get such treatment 
in the Albanese Dill. 

The one concrete suggestion most frequently made 
to the Mayor at his hearing was that he appoint a 
non-political group to draw up a redistricting in the 
spirit of the City Charter. There is much merit in 
this idea. 

Can the Becker administration, now that it has 
missed a redistricting in time for the next municipal 
election, get a better bill than this one? It should 
be able to answer that it can and that it will.

k in 1918, Alcock contracted in Baltimore to 
obtain and ship lumber to Scotland.

Ex-Gov. Herbert H. Lehman, the new director of 
foreign relief and rehabilitation, at his first press 
conference tacitly answered the reactionary criticism 
that his organization is to be “a world-wide WPA.”

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BOOBY TRAPS IN ROMMEL’S WAKE. 

The German forces under Marshal Rommeél con- 
tinue to retreat westward into Tripolitania, The 
British Eighth Army under Gen. Montgomery presses 
on against fhe fleeing enemy. The Nazis no longer 
are putting up rearguard resistance, ‘as they did in 
the earlier stages of their withdrawal. Nor do Axis 
aircraft any longer impede the British, for the Allies 
have established definite air superiority on that 
sector, Rommel now seems dependent only upon 
minefields and booby traps to delay the pursuit 
that has driven him across more than 700 miles of 
desert. “ 

These obstacles can be formidable ones, however, 
until they ere removed by mopping up operations. 
Desert mines are round, flat objects about the size of 
five-pound candy boxes. Buried in the sand a foot 
or so beneath the surface, they are capable of dis- 
abling tanks and other vehicles. Soldiers probe 
cautiously for them with bayonets, and expertly re- 
move the fuses. Faster work can be done with an 
electrical detector equipped with earphones, which 
carry a warning buzz when near a mine, 

Booby traps are even more treacherous, and El 

Bregha, just evacuated by Rommel, was literally filled 
with them, an eye-witness story reports, Apparently 
innocent objects, such as abandoned equipment, 
doors, windows, radios, and so on, are connected 
to explosives by wires. Even dead bodies are some- 
times used in this way. The unsuspecting sol- 
dier who reaches for a souvenir or enters a hut 
meets disaster when he sets off the charge, It 
is for this reason that the British: Colonel en- 
countered by the correspondent at El Bregha warned, 
“Don’t touch anything and don’t kick anything.” 
. The British by-passed El] Bregha and its perils, 
leaving sappers to clean up the deadfalls. Mines 
may delay the pursuit for a time, but they are not 
enough to save Rommel’s army from its pursuers, 
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THE REFUGEES’ GIFT TO AMERICA. 

Among wartime acts of patriotic sacrifice, one 
that should not be forgotten is the recent gift of 
$48,500, contributed by refugees from Central Europe, 
to the War Departmefit for purchase of a fighter 
plane.

Pajama-Clad Flyers Aided. 

The lounge is operated in con- 
nection with the Travelers Aid So-: 
ciety, and the request for services 
that its workers receive go far be- 
yond the scope of merely making 
the place homey for soldiers. For 
example, yesterday this request 
came from the British Consulate: 
Five Royal Air Force pilots 
traveling North, clad only in 
pajamas, wandered out of their 
coach into another car night be- 
fore last and the coach which 
contained all their clothing, bag- 
gage and money was switched to 
another train. 

They arrived in St. Louis wear- 
ing nothing but pajamas, and had 
to change trains. Travelers Aid 
and U. S. O. officials, bearing shoes 
and overcoats, met them at the 
train and clothed the five tem- 
porarily until they could be taken 
to the Downtown Y. A. C. A, 
where a U. S. O. official produced 
temporary clothing to serve until 
they caught up with their baggage 
in Detroit. 

On another occasion an offiecr 
in charge of 90 men coming into 
St. Louis, where they hada lay- 
over, wired the lounge to reserve 
90 seats at a downtown theater 
and provide transportation and a 
police escort from the station to 
the theater and back. Although 
the time was short, the seats were 
reserved, the police escort and 
transportation obtained and the 
men saw their movie.

Earl Farasy Says Men Stand 
at Battle Stations for Hours 
in High Winds. 


Air raid alerts, ice cutting, bear 
hunting and salmon fishing at a 
United States Naval Air Base on 
an Alaskan island, were described 
today by Earl Farasy, aviation 
machinist’s mate, who arrived 
home on his first furlough in 15 
months. 

Farasy, 21 years old, son of 
Mrs. Elsie Catramis, 4311 West 
Pine boulevard, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that soon after he 


was assigned to the base, one of | 


the Navy men shot the largest 
bear ever seen on the island. It 
weighed 1500 pounds. 

‘“When I saw that bear,” he 
said, “I went out and bought my- 
self a 30-30 gun, thinking I might 
get a few cracks at a bear some 
day. But when I got back to 
the base, one of the hunters told 
me that shooting at a bear with 
my new gun would be just like 
shooting at a freight train with 
a pea-shooter. So I never went 
hunting with it.” 

Fishing and hunting are only 
pastimes at the busy Kodiak base. 
Air raid alerts and blackouts occur 
frequently, and it is during these 
that the men must stand at their 
ebattle stations for hours in winds 
that frequently reach high veloci- 
ties. 

“Believe me, you break out in a 
cold sweat during these alerts,” 
he said. “Unidentified planes are 
reported. You can hear them, but 
you can’t see them. It’s plenty 
soupy. You must wait beside your 
gun and you don’t know whether 
a bomb might be coming your way 
or not.” 

Last winter Farasy was as- 
signed to a tugboat, breaking ice 
in the harbor so the Navy’s obser- 
vation planes could take off. He 
remained on the tug three days 
and nights, maintaining radio 
silence, with nothing but sardines 
and coffee for food. 

Farasy enlisted Nov. 21, 1939. 
He attended Cleveland High 
School,

GETS 25 YEARS IN AX KILLING 
OF FORMER EMPLOYER 


James E. Dean, a Negro, was 
convicted by a jury yesterday, in 
the court of Circuit Judge Charles 
B. Williams, of killing his former 
employer, Richard G. Mincke, a 
72-year-old building materials deal- 
er, with an axe last Feb. 27. His 
punishment ‘was fixed at 25 years 
in the penitentiary.

“After waiting for the Japanese 
force in the Southeast Pacific for 
a week,” he related, “we were or- 
dered to battle stations about sun- 
down the afternoon of Oct. 11. We 
contacted the enemy about 11 
o’clock that night after we sailed 
around the point of an island, and 
learned that their line of ships 
was about eight miles ahead of us. 

“Although the night was black,” 
he continued, “we were kept in- 
formed about their position, and 
overtook them, steaming in a line 
parallel to theirs, separated by 
about a mile and a half of water. 

“Biggest” He Ever Saw. 

“I don’t believe the Japanese had 
any idea we were near until our 
searchlights flashed on suddenly, 
and there almost on top of us was 
a Japanese cruisér.

G. Cantrell, executive secretary of 
the Franklin Association of Chi- 
cago, an organization of union em- 
ployers which holds most of the 
union contracts hete, 

The nut which the WLB is try- 
ing to crack is a decision by typog- 
raphers, pressmen, book binders 
and other union printing crafts- 
men not to handle work which is 
done in part in the big plants of 
R. R. Donnelley & Sons Co., and. 
the Reuben H. Donnelley Corpora- 
tion, both open shops. 

N. M. Di Pietro, international 
representative of the Typographi- 
cal Union, says the bar has affect- 
ed $50,000,009 worth of publishing 
‘work, interfering with the print- 
ing of Time and Life magazines 
and millions of — of other pub- 
lications. 


Cantrell charges that the union 


action is in violation of union con- 
tracts. 

For 37 years R. R. Donnelley 
has operated as an open shop. 
Unions have made frequent and 

fruitless attempts to organize it. 
Now, Di Pietro said, the unions 
have decided to try something new, 
exercising their “fundamental right 
to refuse to execute struck work, 
unfair work or work coming from 
an unfair organization.” 

Thirty printing companies and 
11 unions in Chicago were affected 
by the controversy in various de- 
grees, Di Pietro reported.

OUTPUT OF AMATEUR FILM CUT 
IN HALF IN NEW WPB ORDER 


WASHINGTON, Dec: 16 (AP).— 

: Production of amateur film for 
still and motion picture cameras 
was cut in half yesterday by the 
War Production Board. The same 
order cut by 24 per cent the out- 


put of film for professional use, 


including newspaper photographs 
and Hollywood motion pictures. 
The percentages are based on the 
1941 output. 

The board cited increasing needs 
of the armed services for film and 
for the materials from which film 
is made. 

Principal effect of the order will 
be on amateur snapshots. Previ- 
ous restrictions had cut ‘film of 
professional movies use to approxi- 
mately the amount in the new or- 
der. 

The 24 per cent reduction in 
other professional film, however, 
will affect studio and commercial 

‘photographers and newspapers. 
Film manufacturers have assured 
WPB that the “most essential 
groups in this category will have 
the first call on what film is pro- 
duced? It is not the intent of 
the order to force the curtailment 
fn necessary photographic activi- 
ties.” 

Special types of film, such as 
those used in X-ray machines, were 
exempted. Manufacturers were giv- 
en monuthly production quotas.

One Says Japanese Bombed U. S. Forces 76 


Months — Both 


Praise American Flyers. 


Two St. Louis Marines were 
home today with accounts of their 
experiences on Guadalcanal Island, 
where they were subjected to Jap- 
anese attacks by land, sea and air. 

They are: Staff Sergt. Joseph H. 
Press, who lived with his sister, 
Mrs. Don J. Garvey, 6501 Crest 
avenue, University City, before his 
enlistment July 1, 1940, and Sergt. 
Robert D. Studt, son of State Sen- 
ator-elect and Mrs. William J. 
Studt, 3910 Sullivan avenue. 

The Japanese made 76 air raids 
on the Marine-held portion of the 
island, Press. sald, from Sept. 4 to 
Oct. 31. 

Kept Daily Record. 

Press knows the number, be- 
cause he carefully jotted down the 
date of each bombing from his 
first day on the island until he 
boarded a transport for a month’s 
furlough in the States. In addi- 
tion, he also has several notations 
of ‘when Japanese artillerymen 
from the nearby hills laid a bar- 
rage on the camp and when enemy 
ships shelled the Marines at night. 

His Narrow Escapes. 

He had several ‘narrow escapes 
from bombs that struck near the 
holes he had dug to provide a 
safer place to sleep. Once a tree 
within six feet was splintered by 
a bomb and a large part of the 
trunk fell over the piece of metal 
covering Press’ sleeping quarters. 

His most. vivid recollection of 
the island is a spot. which the 
Marines named “Bloody Ridge.” 
The side of this hill, within two 
miles of Henderson Field, wag lit- 
erally covered with dead Japanese, 
Press said. 

He displayed a 10-yen and a 50- 
sen note, and a package of Japanese 
cigarettes, which he took from the 
pockets of dead Japanese for sou- 
venirs. 

Flight Operations. 

Press, who was on flight oper- 
ations duty, has high praise for 
Marine flyers. Their average, he 


said, as computed by those on the 
island, was 15 Japanese planes 
knocked out of the skies to every 
two American planes lost. 

One day, he related, when a 
squadron returned to the field aft- 
er downing 25 of 26 Japanese 
bombers, the leader of the unit 
approached the Colonel with a 
long face. 

“What's 
the commanding officer. 
was good work.” 

“Yes,” replied the Captain, “but 
one of them got away.” 

The enemy intensified its raids 
on Sundays, and, strangely 


the matter?” demanded 
“That 


enough, on the thirteenth day of 
each month, Press said. “Maybe 
they thought we were supersti- 
tious,” he added, 

Press had two previous experi- 
ences with the Japanese. He was 
at Pearl Harbor when war began. 
Later, he was at Midway Island 
when the enemy attacked. Both 
times his activity consisted in fir- 
planes with rifle and machine 
gun. 

Press, 22 years old, still wants 
action. “I’ve never been to Afri- 
ca,” he said. “Maybe when I go 
back they'll send me there. I'd 
ove to see what the Germans can 
0.” 

Gives Money to Mayor. 

Studt, 21 years old, also had 
some money which he took from a 
dead Japanese he believed he killed 
during three days spent with a ma- 
chine gun unit on the advance line. 
Studt gave the money to Mayor 
Becker on a visit with him today. 

Most of the time, however, he 
was in charge of a ground force 
that serviced the famed Marine 
Air Group. No, 23, featured re- 
cently in a national illustrated 
magazine. Studt, now almost back 
to his normal 170 pounds, after 
dropping to 112 during his first 


weeks on Guadalcanal, is also 


eager for a return to action. 


REFRIGERATORS NEEDED HERE 
FOR BLOOD PLASMA STORAGE 


A public appeal for donation of 
refrigerators to St. Louis hospitals 
to provide additional storage space 
for blood plasma was voiced yes- 
terday by Director of Public Wel- 
fare Henry 8S. Caulfield in his ca- 
pacity as chief of emergency med- 
ical services of the Office of Ci- 
vilian Defense. 

The need for additiona] storage 
space is serious, Caulfield said, as- 
serting that, should a disaster sim- 
ilar to the Bogton night club fire 
occur here, the hospitals’ supply 
of blood plasma currently avail- 
able in the limited storage space 
would be exhausted in 24 hours. 
To rely on_plasma supplies of the 
Red Cross and the Army Medical 
Depot rather than expand hospi- 
tal facilities would be unwise, he 
added. 

The appeal for refrigerators was 
recommended at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the OCD’s 
emergency medical services. Re- 
frigerators with a capacity of 
nine cubic feet or more are needed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP).—The once hot, then ¢old proposal 
to divide major league baseball into Eastern and Western divisions 
to save travel came to a lukewarm stage today with nobody appar- 
ently willing to forecast which way the temperature would go next. 


Commenting on the suggestion 


advanced by some Eastern news-| 


papers a few weeks ago, Joseph B. 
Eastman, director of the Office of 
Defense Transportation, stirred up 
the fires a bit last night when he 
declared that “if the leagues want 
to adopt the plan it would fit in 
very nicely with what we are try- 
ing to do.” 

Most available league officials 
immediately doused the idea with 
cold water with the most frigid 
splash coming from Eddie Collins, 
general manager of the Boston 
Red Sox. 

Should Call It a Day. 

“The idea doesn’t appeal to us 
at all,” observed Collins at Boston. 
“If it must come to that stage, 
baseball should call it a day.” 

The matter popped up again 
when the Philadelphia record said 
that the ODT is “giving serious 
consideration” to the plan. 

The proposed East League would 
include the American’s New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Washing- 
ton teams, and the National's New 
York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia and 
Boston teams. 


The West League would be made| try 


up of Chicago, St. Louis, Cleveland 
and Detroit in the American, and 
Chicago, St. Louis, Pittsburgh and 
Cincinnati of the National. 

Eastman said he hadn’t “the re- 
motest idea whether the plan is 
practicable” but believed it would 
affect the internal arrangements 
of the leagues. 

Not Up to Him, Eastman Says. 

“T don’t see,” he added, “that it’s 
up to me to adjust the affairs of 
the leagues to that extent.”

$50,000 From 
Book Publisher

They study the scientific laws 
and discoveries of Galileo and Newton, Plato and Aristotle, who 
never reached the freshman year in high school. They struggle 
to get passing grades on the cultural] and artistic knowledge of 
Michelangelo and Raphael, or Mozart and Beethoven.

JAMES WATT, Robert Fulton, Thomas Edison and the 
Wright brothers, Henry Ford and countless other scientists also 
contribute heavily to our college curriculum. History courses are 
likewise full of facts about Hannibal and Caesar, Alexander and 
Charlemagne, George Washington and Abraham Lincoln, plus 
hundreds of other non-college figures. Real culture, therefore, 
is based on the recognition of talent and accomplishment rather 
than on diplomas or fraternity pins. It indicates an apprecia- 
tion of the “substance” in contrast to the “form.” The wrapping 
paper, therefore, is not to be confused with the solid or meaty 
material which it surrounds. Helene, however, has become so 
enamoured of the “wrapper” or diploma, that she fails to have

on the dot for these figures, he 
considers himself in an alarming 
state of health,

SUCH STANDARDS are alto- 
gether false; the blood pressure 
usually adjusts itself to a person’s 
physical constitution, his way otf 
life, age and activity. For one per- 
son a blood pressure of 150 or 160 
is quite normal and he can usually 
carry on better at that level, 
whereas for another person a pres- 
sure of 100 or 110 is equally normal 


and suits his habit and tempera- ° 


ment. 

Dr. T. M. Durant of Philadel- 
phia, makes the distinction of at 
least three kinds of low blood pres- 
sure. One is low blood pressure 
without symptoms. Unless discov- 
ered accidentally, as indicated 
above, the individual] never knows 
what his blood pressure is or that 
it is not just what it should be. 

' The second class: people with 
essential low blood pressure with 
symptoms, who complain of lassi- 
tude, dizziness, lack of stamina, 
nervousness and cold extremities. 
These people have a peculiar con- 
stitution and bodily habitus: they 
are usually underweight with long 
arms and legs and very little pad- 
ding. They take very little exer- 
cise and they have symptoms 
which are due not to low blood 
pressure sO much as to the fact 
that they are not built in a suffi- 
ciently robust way to meet all the 
stress and strain of life. 

x *«* * 

IN THE THIRD group are the 
postural low blood pressure_types 
who have trouble adjusting their 
‘blood pressure when they are in 


the erect. position. When they get - 


up in the morning, making a sud- 
den change, they are likely to feel 
weak and dizzy until the adjust- 
ment has been made. During the 
latter part of the day they feel 
better. 

In treating these people it has 
been suggested that a bed with 
the head up, so that they are sleep- 
ing almost in a sitting position, 
will not impose such sudden 
changes and will allow for a more 
even sense of well-being. In near- 
ly any crowd that is kept standing 
for a long time, such as waiting 
for a parade, there will be a sprin- 
kling of those who keel over and 
faint. They are probably exam- 
ples of postural lew blood pressure 
with poor muscle tone. 

The treatment of low blood pres- 
sure, like the treatment of high 
blood pressure, is more a question 
of adjustment of the, way of life 
than of medication.

E. M.—Could you give me any 
information regarding the treat- 
ment for hernia? I have had this 
hernia about six months, 

Answer: The only certain cure 
for hernia is by surgical operation 
which requires a rest of about two 
weeks in the hospital. Hernias 
can, however, be kept in place and 
kept from doing harm by wearing 
a truss.

Surprise Word of the Week. 

It is not so much the pronuncia- 
tion of the word CORSAGE that is 
surprising, although there is some 
disagreement among the diction- 
aries as to the proper way to say 
the word. Webster’s lists, first 
choice: kawr-SAHZH; second 
choice: KAWR-sidge. Funk and 
Wagnalis’ lists: KAWR-sidge. 
Macmillan’s, also Winston’s, first 
choice: KAWR-sage; second 
choice kore-SAZH. 


The word is from the French, 
and this is the big surprise: In 
that language the word has no 
earthly connection with flowers or 
bouquets. The Larousse French 
Dictionary defines. corsage as “The 
bust of the human body; that part 
of a woman’s garment which cov- 
ers the bust (partie du vetement 
de femme, qui recouvre le buste).” 

Imagine the shocked astonish- 
ment of a French fleuriste upon 
being asked to deliver a “corsage” 
to one’s girl friend in Paris. The 
correct order would be for a “bou- 
quet .de corsage.” And, strictly 
speaking, in English one should re- 
fer to a “corsage bouquet,” not 
merely to a corsage, since the word 
comes from the Latin corps, mean- 
ing “body.”
